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CARE CONTRACT IS 
CANCELLED AFTER 

Council g ets tou g h as film 
I highlights serious failures

A PRIVATE company which 
Haringey Council paid to pro¬ 
vide home care for sick and 
elderly residents has had its 
contract terminated after seri¬ 
ous shortcomings were 
exposed in a TV documentary. 

Town hall chiefs acted after a 
joint investigation by the Sunday 
Times and Channel 4’s Despatches 
programme showed carers from the 
Haringey branch of Sevacare turn¬ 
ing up late or not at all for home 
visits, falsifying time logs and fail¬ 
ing to follow care plans. 

The council confirmed, following 
the screening last week, that it had 
stopped all new placements and had 
advised all existing clients not to 
use the agency. 

The Care Quality Commission, 
the independent watchdog for 


health and social care services, shut 
down the Haringey branch of 
Sevacare last month after the ser¬ 
vice it provided was found to be 
“unsafe” and “inadequate.” 

Before its de-registration, how¬ 
ever, the Wolverhampton-based 
company transferred its Haringey 
clients to its Tower Hamlets branch 
in east London, where a CQC 
inspection last year also found 
safety concerns. 

A Haringey Council spokesman 
said it had praised concerns previ¬ 
ously with the CQC about Sevacare. 

“We were extremely disappointed 
to learn of practices at Sevacare 
which fall well below the high 
standards we expect in Haringey,” 
he said. 

“Given our ongoing concerns we 
will no longer be paying any funds 
to Sevacare and we will be advising 
all existing clients not to use them,” 
he added.

Andrea Sutcliffe, chief inspector 
of adult social care at the Care 
Quality Commission, said the prac¬ 
tises uncovered by the TV investi¬ 
gation were “completely 
unacceptable” and underlined her 
organisation’s own concerns. 

“They were so serious we used 


our toughest enforcement powers to 
close it down,“ she said. 

She also expressed misgivings at 
the agency’s transfer of the care of 
Haringey residents to its Tower 
Hamlets branch and confirmed that 
a further inspection would be car¬ 
ried out shortly. 

In a statement Sevacare apolo¬ 
gised for the failure of “individual 
carers” to meet its high standards 
and said that action had been taken 
to suspend those involved. 

It claimed it had contacted 
those featured in the TV investiga¬ 
tion and they had confirmed 
they were “happy” with the day-to 
day support they had received, 
demonstrating, it said, that they 
were “isolated examples, rather 
than common practice.” 

A review of all its branches was 
being conducted, the statement 
added, to ensure it provided “the 
best possible care.” 


Campaigners seek to raise online funds to stop festival 


AN online crowd-funding bid has been 
launched by a park users’ group seeking to 
stop the Wireless music festival returning to 
Finsbury Park this summer. 

The Friends of Finsbury Park have set up a 
page on the Crowdjustice website appealing 
for donations to pay for a judicial review of 
Haringey Council’s decision to stage the 
three-day event again on July 8,9 and 10.

Campaigners are afraid that if it goes ahead, 
there will be a recurrence of last year’s 
problems when visitors and residents were 
excluded from large areas of the park for 
weeks on end by an eight-foot-high perimeter 
fence, while major disruption, damage and 
anti-social behaviour caused by the 50,000 
festival-goers will again ensue. 

They say they are not against the festival, 
but the vast scale makes the park an 
unsuitable location. 

The campaign’s online target is £5,000, 
which will be put towards the estimated 
£35,000 cost of the High Court challenge. 

Tom Palin, chairman of Friends of Finsbury 
Park, said: “The outcome of this case could 
affect all the capital’s parks as councils seek 
to sell off and privatise green spaces. 

“The argument that huge commercial 
events such as Wireless festival must take 
place in order to provide a source of income 
to maintain a public space is deeply

disturbing and cannot be allowed to 
happen,” he added. 

The council’s overview and scrutiny 
committee conducted a review last 
summer of the way such major events are 
managed with greater engagement with 
residents and community groups among 
its key recommendations.

Broker jailed for 
insurance scam 

A FRAUDULENT broker who sold fictitious 
insurance policies to pocket thousands in 
commission fees has been given a 12-month 
suspended jail sentence. 

Insurance agent Bandagu Mankeze, 52, of 
Church Lane, Hornsey, used false names and 
addresses as well as details of genuine people 
who had not agreed to take out a policy. 

And he cheekily put down his own address 
on some of the 30 policies he submitted to 
Eunisure insurance company, for whom he 
worked as a self-employed agent. 

The scam came to light when many of the 
policies, which were taken out between July, 
2014, and March, 2015, were cancelled. 

The agreement with the insurers meant 
any commission fee the agent earned had to 
be paid back if the policy was cancelled 
within two years of being taken out. 

When confronted by his managers, 
Mankeze confessed to falsifying the policies 
and agreed to refund the £7,200 he made 
from the scam. 

But when he paid back only £700, he was 
reported to the Insurance Fraud Enforcement 
Department, a specialist unit tackling 
insurance fraud run by City of London police. 

He confessed, admitting he committed the 
fraud because of money troubles. 

He pleaded guilty to fraud at the Old Bailey 
and received a 12-month prison sentence, 
suspended for two years. He was also ordered 
to carry out 120 hours of unpaid community 
work and pay £6,590 in compensation.

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Two jailed over 
killing of woman 
beaten to death

TWO women have been jailed for the 
killing of a woman at a house party in 
Bush Hill Park last year. 

Kinse Aidid, 21, was found guilty by 
a jury at the Old Bailey on Friday of 
murdering 27-year-old Hamdi Jiumale, 
of Linnet Close, Edmonton, in a flat in 
Gainsborough House, on the Ayley 
Croft estate. She was sentenced to life 
imprisonment and will serve a mini¬ 
mum of 15 years. 

Magdalene Agathine, 21, was found 
guilty of manslaughter and was jailed 
for nine years. 

During the trial, a charge of murder 
against the victim’s 34-year-old former 
boyfriend, Walid Ibrahim, of Church 
Street, Edmonton, was dismissed. 

When officers were called to reports 
of a dead woman at the flat just after 
9pm on September 17, they found 
Hamdi’s body lying in a bedroom in the 
flat, covered in blood and bruising. 

A postmortem examination revealed 
that she had been beaten to death. 

She had arrived at the flat for a party 
on Sunday, September 13. 

At some point afterwards, she 
became involved in an argument with

Aidid, from Newham, east London. 

On the night of Wednesday, Septem¬ 
ber 16, Hamdi was captured on CCTV 
and seen by witnesses caught up in a 
violent struggle with Aidid outside the 
entrance of Gainsborough House. 

Both women were seen returning 
inside the flat. 

Shortly beforehand Hamdi had called 
a friend to say she was having problems 
with two women in the flat. 

In the course of the trial it emerged 
that police had discovered that Agath¬ 
ine, of no fixed address, had made a 
call to a friend and had put the phone 


on loudspeaker - allowing her friend to 
hear both her and Aidid. She revealed 
that they had argued with Hamdi and 
had beaten her “pretty badly”. 

Detective Chief Inspector David 
Whellams, of the Met’s Homicide and 
Major Crime Command, said: “Hamdi 
Jiumale suffered a violent death at the 
hands of Aidid and Agathine, who con¬ 
sistently lied about the events of that 
night and failed to take responsibility 
for their actions. 

“They lied throughout their inter¬ 
views and lied to the court in order to 
distance themselves from the murder.”

POLICE have told drug takers, 
and tokers, in the borough that 
dropping spliffs at the first sight 
of law enforcement is seriously 
damaging their street cred. 

According to a tweet posted 
by Enfield Police last Thursday, 
smokers with lungs full of 
dope are fooling no one when 
they drop half-smoked joints 


to the ground in full view of 
police officers. 

The tweet said: “Dear weed 
smokers in N9 (Edmonton). 

When we arrive don’t freeze and 
drop your spliffs at your feet - it 
looks silly”. 

The “silly” smokers are unlikely 
to be arrested if it is the first time 
they are caught green-handed as 


evidence of cannabis use results in 
police issuing a warning, carrying 
out a full search and a police 
national computer check. 

More than one penalty will lead 
to a fixed penalty notice of £60. 

A third contravention will lead 
to an arrest. 

However, a spokesman from the 
Met stressed that more is at risk 


than just being laughed at by the 
boys and girls in blue. 

He pointed out: “Officers have 
the option of arrest for possession 
of cannabis at all three stages.” 

Cannabis is categorised as a 
class B drug and a custodial 
sentence of 28 days can be given 
to anyone found in possession of 
the drug three times or more.

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Campaigners plan application for grant 


New bid to 
Broomfield 


revive 

House

CAMPAIGNERS will meet Lottery funding 
chiefs this week as part of a long-running fight to 
restore an historic stately home. 

They will be asking for millions of pounds to 
help save the 16th-century building which was 
badly damaged by fire in the 1980s and 1990s. 

Broomfield House, in Broomfield Park, 
Palmers Green, is owned by Enfield Council and 
officials and supporters will be meeting Heritage 
Lottery Fund chiefs on Friday to discuss applying 
for a restoration grant for the property in the 
“low millions”. 

A previous multi-million-pound plan to restore 
the site was knocked back by the fund in 2013 
because it was reluctant to take a financial risk in 
restoring the property. 

However, campaigners have refused to give up 
the right and are formulating plans for a new 
grant application to the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Colin Younger, deputy chairman of the Broom¬ 
field House Trust Group, said: “The kind of 
money we are talking of in excess of £5million for 
a total rebuild - that was an estimate. 

“If we were to get a grant, we would still need 
more money from other sources. 

“Once you start the process and obtain backing, 
it’s easier to go to other bodies and ask for money.” 

No decisions will be taken at Friday’s meeting, 
but it is the first step in what is likely to be a series 
of meetings to discuss possible Lottery backing 


for the restoration. 

Mr Younger said that many would like to see 
a cafe return to the site - an initiative which 
would help financially sustain the restored 
mansion as any Lottery grant would not fully fund 
restoration. 

A consultation carried out last year by the coun¬ 
cil revealed that more than 70 per cent of residents 
support a heritage and cultural centre to be some¬ 
how incorporated into any restoration project. 

Mr Younger added: “People agreed with the trust 
view that it should also have some sort of arts oper¬ 
ation or perhaps rehearsal space in the stable build¬ 
ings - it would fit in with the character of the park. 

“The council has engaged expert consultants 
who are very positive and we would be looking 
for a grant in the low millions from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

“The council just does not have the money 
to fund the cost of rebuilding a listed structure Looking ahead: Colin Younger, the deputy chairman of the Broomfield House Trust 
by itself.” Group, which will be meeting Heritage Lottery Fund chiefs this week for discussions

THE woman who has been at the forefront of a 
health lobbying group in the borough has stepped 
down from her post.

ON April 1, prescription charges in 
England increased by 20p from £8.20 
to £8.40.

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Calls for a rethink 
over ticket offices 


Residential care 
at its best

THE group representing rail passengers in Lon¬ 
don has asked a train company to think again 
about shutting ticket offices at two stations in 
the borough. 

London TravelWatch said it was not able to 
support Govia Thameslink’s proposals and wants 
a “more considered” plan to be tested. 

Govia says it will take “feedback” on board as 
it looks to close ticket offices it says are not used 
often enough. 

London TravelWatch opposes plans for ticket 
offices at Palmers Green and Winchmore Hill sta¬ 
tions to be shut and replaced by “station hosts”. 

It had 8,000 responses to a consultation on the 
train operators’ latest plans for the service 
through both stations and beyond. Issues it 
flagged up include: 

□ The reliability of ticket machines and the 
ability to buy all types of tickets. 

□ Exactly how and when station staff would 
work and when they would be available. 

□ The ability of staff to handle cash transac¬ 
tions. 

The watchdog believes ticket offices should be 
open at busy times of the week. 

Govia said it would extend staffing hours by 
more than 2,600 a week and put new station 
“hosts” where passengers want them - on the 
concourse to help with ticket sales and queries. 

Keith Jipps, for Govia Thameslink Railway, 
said: “We welcome this constructive feedback 
and will be considering our proposals in the light 
of what has been said. 

“We will be improving our smartcard to 
encourage more people to buy online and will be

launching an Oyster-like, pay-as-you-go version, 
which will guarantee the cheapest walk-up fare 
for the day. The station hosts would be able to 
handle cash transactions just as our ticket offices 
do today. 

“All our proposals are based on careful analy¬ 
sis of the current demand at our station ticket 
offices and changes would only be phased in by 
testing the station host approach at one or two 
stations initially.”

as an indoor games area. The play¬ 
ground opened in 2010 and now 
its future is in doubt as the council 
is in the process of “restructuring” 
the play service. Many users have 
interpreted this as the death knell 
for the playground. 

However, a spokesman for the 
council stressed that there were no 
immediate plans to shut the play 
area. He added that staff were 
being consulted over the future of 
the play service. 

The uncertainty over the play¬ 
ground’s future comes just weeks 
after the council came under fire for 
swingeing cuts to its youth service, 
with after-school and summer 
activities, Duke of Edinburgh 
schemes and youth intervention 
programmes all being axed. 

Community worker and volunteer 
Rick Jewell, of Hoe Lane, Enfield, 
warns that if the playground and 
activity centre close, teenagers who 
use it will “end up sitting indoors”. 


“Those kids won’t get into trou¬ 
ble, they are already doing well if 
they are engaging with these ser¬ 
vices, but it means that they don’t 
have anywhere to go after school,” 
he said. 

He is urging the community to 
step up and make sure teenagers 
don’t lose out on the opportunities 
as a result of the cuts. 

“When you look around, there are 
lots of people who run youth foot¬ 
ball teams and clubs,” he added. 
“It’s just how we all come together 
and make it work on a large scale.” 

Ayfer Orhan, the council’s cabinet 
member for children and young 
people, dismissed suggestions that 
the playground would close. 

She said: “The Florence Hayes 
adventure playground is an 
important play space for children in 
this part of the borough and it is 
certainly not closing. It is available 
for play activities after school and 
at weekends.”

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Getting on their bikes 
(after unfolding them)

“I’M still yet to see somebody who does¬ 
n’t get on a bike and at least lightly 
smile,” says Diego Padilla as the square 
in Enfield Town fills with children rac¬ 
ing around on bikes of every description. 

Diego, who owns his own cycle train¬ 
ing and bike repair business, was help¬ 
ing the London Cycling Campaign at the 
Cycling Fair in the town on Friday, help¬ 
ing curious passers-by try out every kind 
of bike, from small folding Bromptons, 
to sturdy Dutch bikes and cargo bikes 
with room for two children to perch at 
the front. 


“People are very curious about the 
folding bikes,” he said. 

“People don’t know if they ride like a 
normal bike and they look a little bit 
strange, but sometimes a folding bike is 
what people need.” 

Enfield Council is hoping to install 
cycle lanes in the town. The plans, 
which would see traffic flow reduced, 
have been met with opposition from 
shopkeepers and Diego admitted one 
woman had confronted him with her 
concerns about the scheme. 

“There was a woman who was here this 
morning,” he said. “She was a keen 
cyclist, but she said: ‘I don’t agree with 
what they’re trying to do with the roads.” 


“You know it’s difficult,” he added 
and admitted that even for people keen 
to see safer roads for cycling it was “a 
learning curve”. 

“You can’t predict what’s going to 
happen, what the dynamics of the road 
are going to be exactly.” 

“Some people are going to be affected, 
but in London the amount of cars for the 
population is not sustainable so we need 
to change the balance. There are going 
to be sacrifices.” 

But he said that people should not see 
the roads as a theatre of war between 
drivers and cyclists. 

“Drivers and cyclists need to look 
after each other all the time,” he said. 


We need to join up, says transport chief 


THE changes to main roads under the Cycle 
Enfield scheme cannot be seen in “isolation”, a 
Transport for London design chief told a packed 
conference room last week. 

Brian Deegan, the principal technical specialist 
for TfL, used a series of slides to show delegates 
at the Cycling Towards A Better Enfield confer¬ 
ence that the vision behind the plans to transform 
major arteries of the borough into protected 
through roads stems from a need to create a 
“joined up” infrastructure. 

“One of the biggest barriers to people cycling 
in the borough is the amount of difficult crossing 
points,” he said at the Dugdale Centre, in London 
Road, Enfield Town, on Friday morning. 


He added that the Cycle Enfield plans were 
particularly “sophisticated” because they con¬ 
tained a vision of getting people cycling on roads 
around the borough as a matter of course. 

“You cannot look at these plans in isolation,” 
he said. “Having a bike lane in one area would 
not make people who don’t currently cycle any 
more likely to get on their bikes and so there 
would not be the uptake in cycling across 
the borough.” 

The council is hoping that the plans will pro¬ 
tect cyclists and vulnerable road users - making 
everyone more likely to cycle for short journeys, 
thereby reducing air pollution and helping resi¬ 
dents get healthier and more active. 


“We have to share the 
roads. I think consider¬ 
ing the amount of space 
we’ve given to cars, 
where you have to stand 
in the middle of the road 
on an island waiting to 
cross, putting some 
cycling lanes in is a 
good thing.”

What’s the 
difference?

LONDON’S cycling tsar 
Andrew Gilligan has come 
under fire as the debate over 
plans for the centre of Enfield 
Town hots up. 

The Save Our Green Lanes 
campaign says Mr Gilligan 
opposed a cycling plan for 
Greenwich which it says was 
similar to one he favours in the 
Enfield scheme. 

But Mr Gilligan - London’s 
cycling commissioner in 
charge of promoting cycling in 
the capital - rejects the claims 
and says he would oppose any 
plans for Enfield which mir¬ 
rored the scheme he objected to 
in Greenwich, in south London. 

Save Our Green Lanes com¬ 
mittee member Helen Osman 
said: “Mr Gilligan has given 
many media interviews and 
spoken at public meetings, 
including one in Enfield, where 
he has denied there will be any 
significant negative repercus¬ 
sions as a result of the cycle 
lane building programme. 

“Yet what happened when 
Transport for London proposed 
radical changes to the roads in 
his backyard?” 


Ms Osman says that in 2009 
Mr Gilligan argued that the 
suggested changes would only 
remove traffic from a relatively 
small part of Greenwich, but 
increase traffic in the centre. 

But she says: “Yet this is 
exactly what Mr Gilligan is 
insisting should happen in 
Enfield Town, where Church 
Street, which runs through the 
centre of the town, is to be 
closed to all traffic other than 
buses and cycles, sending all 
other traffic around narrow 
Cecil Road. 

“This option has been 
resoundingly rejected by resi¬ 
dents and businesses alike.” 

Campaigners say that Enfield 
Council is forcing through 
proposals for cycle lanes along 
the A105 (Green Lanes) 
between Enfield Town and 
Palmers Green which will 
remove bus lanes and bus stops 
and require buses to stop in 
the carriageway. 

Ms Osman added: “We have 
been told that the proposed 
cycle lane schemes will reduce 
congestion and pollution, with¬ 
out a shred of evidence to back 
up these assertions.”

cycle schemes and said: “The 
plans have been overwhelm¬ 
ingly rejected by the people 
who live, work and shop in 
Enfield. It’s time for the mayor 
and his cycling tsar to respect 
our views.” 

Mr Gilligan said: “I opposed 
the Greenwich scheme because 
it would have funnelled all traf¬ 
fic into the main shopping 
streets, not out of them. 

“It was the equivalent, in 
Enfield terms, of closing Cecil 
Road and funnelling all the 
traffic in both directions into 
Church Street. 

“If such a thing were pro¬ 
posed for Enfield, I’d oppose 
that too.”

Goldsmith unveils 
free parking plan

IF London elects Zac Gold¬ 
smith as mayor, shopkeepers 
in Enfield Town may well feel 
that their prayers have finally 
been answered. 

The latest proposal from the 
Conservative candidate for next 
month’s mayoral election is 
that he will give Enfield Coun¬ 
cil a grant to cover the cost of 
30 minutes of free parking in 
Church Street and Southbury 
Road for one year, using sav¬ 
ings he has found in City Hall’s 
budget to fund the scheme. 

The scheme would run for 
one year and utilise existing 
parking bays. However, the pro¬ 
posals to ease parking restric¬ 
tions directly clash with the 
local authority’s Cycle Enfield 
plans, which will see cycle 
lanes installed in both Church 
Street and Southbury Road. 

With fewer parking bays, and 
a Transport for London push to 
get people using “active trans¬ 
port” - such as walking and 
cycling - there are concerns 
that Mr Goldsmith’s proposals 
would result in a serious con¬ 
flict with the council, as well as 
his own team at TfL. 


Mr Goldsmith, who visited 
Enfield Town last Thursday 
afternoon with Nick Boles, the 
minister of state for skills, said: 
“I’m absolutely committed to 
making cycling provision in 
Enfield work, but I’m not con¬ 
vinced that the borough has 
brought residents or businesses 
with them sufficiently. 

“I’m absolutely committed to 
seeing a step change in cycling 
and on my watch I will con¬ 
tinue Boris’s investment in 
cycling. I’ve already made that 
pledge, but it’s got to be done 


in a way that works for busi¬ 
nesses and the community. I 
don’t believe it helps to have a 
completely stubborn approach.” 

As a result, Mr Goldsmith 
says he is prepared to go 
against free market orthodoxy 
by offering businesses a help¬ 
ing hand. 

He explained :“Shopkeepers 
are up against it - high rents and 
big rates - and they are strug¬ 
gling. Of course, the dynamic 
has changed - but there is no 
doubt that the extra support is 
needed for our high streets.”

LABOUR’S London mayoral 
candidate Sadiq Khan used a 
visit to the borough last week 
to highlight the issue of the 
housing crisis in the capital - 
and float the idea of a city¬ 
wide living rent. 

Mr Khan, who is hoping to 
succeed Boris Johnson fol¬ 
lowing the election on May 5, 
made his remarks on Thurs¬ 
day during a tour of the Alma 
Estate, in Ponders End, where 
a regeneration scheme is 
transforming former gas 
board land into new homes. 

Mr Khan navigated the 
bare staircases between 
breeze block walls of the 
Dujardin Mews development 
(named after Enfield's eques¬ 
trian Olympic gold medallist 
Charlotte Dujardin), in Gar¬ 
diner Close, which has been 
commissioned by Enfield 
Council and is being built by 
Durkhan Construction as part 
of a multi-million-pound 
redevelopment of the estate - 
best known for its iconic, pas¬ 
tel-coloured tower blocks, 


which loom large next to the 
River Lee. 

The local authority has 
pointed out that these are the 
first council homes to be built 
in the borough in 30 years - 
but given that they are replac¬ 
ing accommodation which is 
scheduled to be torn down, 
people are likely to be left on 
the housing waiting list. 

As an example of how the 
housing crisis is squeezing 
Enfield, currently on the First 
Steps websites, a portal for 
people seeking affordable 
properties to rent at 20 per 
cent less than the market rate, 
the only one-bedroom prop¬ 
erty on offer is in Poppy 
Drive, off Southbury Road, 
for £720 per calendar 
month - and potential renters 
must have an income of more 
than £26,000 to qualify, in a 
ward in which 26 per cent of 
households have an income 
of less than £15,000. 

Mr Khan declared: “It’s not 
possible, forget on an average 
salary, but on a good salary 
to be able to afford to live 
in London. 

“If I was elected mayor, I

There is nothing like this dame 



EYE IN THE SKY (15,102 mins) 

T HE art of modern warfare is no 
longer consigned to battlefields on 
the ground. 

Devastating missile attacks, pinpointed 
by drones, have allowed politicians to 
strike at the heart of supposed terrorist 
networks without having to stare into the 
whites of the enemies’ eyes. 

Yet with greater power comes crushing 
responsibility - all technology is prone to 
error and one misplaced explosion can be 
exploited as propaganda to intensify the 
cycle of violence. 

“Revolutions are fuelled by postings on 
YouTube,” observes one nervous politician 
in Eye In The Sky, an intelligent and timely 
thriller that asks if there is such a thing as 
acceptable collateral damage in the pur¬ 
suit of global freedom. 

Gavin Hood’s nerve-racking film, tightly 
scripted by Guy Hibbert, doesn’t have the 
answer to that complex moral conundrum. 

Instead, events on screen put the char¬ 
acters - and us - through the emotional 
wringer as a joint American and British 
task force decides if the slaughter of one 
innocent child is a tolerable consequence 
of neutralising a jihadist cell. 

Operation Cobra has been tracking rad¬ 
icalised British men and women linked to 
the Somali group al-Shabaab. One high- 
profile target, Susan Danford (Lex King), is 
under surveillance at a house in Kenya, 
monitored by agents including Jama Farah 
(Barkhad Abdi). 

Lieutenant General Frank Benson (Alan 
Rickman) takes control of the operation 
from London, while Foreign Secretary 
James Willett (lain Glen), who is at an arms 


fair in Singapore, watches a live video feed 
from a US drone piloted by Steve Watts 
(Aaron Paul) in Nevada. 

At a command base in Sussex, Colonel 
Katherine Powell (Helen Mirren) has a 
direct link to Watts and explains that the 
objective is “to capture, not kill”. 

When covert footage reveals targets in 
the house are wearing suicide vests primed 
for an imminent attack, priorities change. 

The clock is ticking and policitians on 
both sides of the Atlantic deliberate. 

Meanwhile, Watts and his spotter, Air¬ 


man Carrie Gershon (Phoebe Fox), notice 
a nine-year-old girl (Aisha Takow) selling 
bread near the target house, who would 
be killed in a missile strike. 

Eye In The Sky is dedicated to Rickman. 
He delivers a tightly coiled performance as 
the go-between who needs political and 
legal assent before issuing his command. 

Mirren is in equally imperious form 
while Paul exudes the anguish of a 
man wrestling with the consequences of 
defying orders. 

Hibbert’s lean script envisions an almost 


tragi-comic contrast between the Brits, 
who repeatedly refer up the chain of com¬ 
mand, and the unflinching Americans. 

This gallows humour dissipates some of 
the suffocating tension. 

With the precision of a drone missile, 
Hood’s film begs uncomfortable questions 
about matters of life and death when they 
can be distilled to the squeeze of a joystick 
trigger in an air-conditioned cubicle thou¬ 
sands of miles from the intended kill zone.

STAMP DUTY.... A HELP FOR FIRST TIME BUYERS? 


From 1 st April, stamp duty rates are now 3 percentage points higher for buy to let investors 
than for those buying properties to live in. Investors will have to pay thousands of £s extra in 
tax when they buy properties following the implementation of a special 'Landlord' stamp duty 
tax rate. 

So for example the tax bill on a buy to let property costing £250,000 will increase from £2,500 
to £10,000. This same increased stamp duty rate applies to buying other second properties 
such as holiday homes in which the owners do not intend to live full time. 

Will this new stamp duty situation result in making it 
easier for first time buyers to get a foot on the property 
ladder? 

It should certainly provide first time buyers with a 
significant edge as buy to let investors will have to factor in 
the extra stamp duty cost when making an offer on a 
property. 

It has been an extremely frustrating time for both parents of 'live at home' 20 and 30+ year olds 
and of course young people themselves, who have been squeezed out of the market by 
investors acquiring flats for the buy to let market at ever increasing prices. 

Whilst the stamp duty change does not significantly address the question of affordability, it may 
just give our first time buyers the advantage they need to be able to acquire their first homes.

T HE DS brand is one of the 
youngest and least understood 
on British roads. Intended as an 
upmarket spin-off from Citroen, DS 
began life selling upgraded versions 
of existing models from the popular 
French carmaker. Now, though, it has 
truly begun the process of building its 
own name, identity and style - the 
latter being immensely important to 
this fledgling carmaker. 

One of the company’s aims is to tap 
into the idea of French luxury. It does 
this by using high-end materials, 
including innovative aesthetic fea¬ 
tures, and emphasising individuality 
and customisation. The latest addition 
to their stable is the DS3 Cabrio, a 
stylish little roll-top that will compete 
with the likes of the Mini Convertible. 

It looks like nothing else on the 
road, let alone the supermini seg¬ 
ment. Strong, assertive lines and in- 


your-face decorative touches make 
this one of the only small cars guar¬ 
anteed to turn heads. The fact that 
this is a cabriolet (albeit not a fully- 
open convertible) gives this car a 
bold attitude. 

The ability to personalise your DS is 
something the company is proud of. 
With millions (literally) of possible 
combinations across the whole DS3 
range, you’re likely to build yourself 
a unique car if you delve into the 
almost-endless options list. Fun little 
additions like a basic sketch of some 
Parisian architecture on the dash¬ 
board give you something to look at - 
valuable in a world dominated by 
underwhelmingly grey car interiors. 

It’s a small car, but the DS does let 
itself down a bit in the practicality 
stakes. The firm claims that the DS 
can transport five adults, but they’d 
all be fairly cramped. The driver sits 
in an unusual position, which might 
not suit taller (or wider) individuals. 
A lack of cupholders is noticeable, 


and the £100 optional arm rest 
obstructs the handbrake and, to an 
extent, the gear stick. 

Still, the boot is larger than that of 
the Mini Convertible and as an urban 
runaround, the DS presents a good 
combination of style and space. If 
you want out-and-out functionality, 
look elsewhere. 

The petrol DS3 Cabrio is an imme¬ 
diately likeable car with a pretty 
engine note - important in a car with 
a folding roof. The steering is light 
and responsive, enough to rival the 
Mini’s handling. Opening the roof 
almost entirely eliminates the already 
meagre rear visibility, though. 

The ride quality is adequate around 
town, but on high-speed roads with 
potholes, you begin to notice that this 
is a small car rather than the old-fash¬ 
ioned French saloon it sometimes 
feels like. DS uses the word “hyper¬ 
comfort” to describe the trade-off 
between driving pleasure and con¬ 
ventional physical ease. On the tatty, 


pockmarked surfaces of British 
motorways, there’s nothing hyper¬ 
comfortable about the DS3. 

Some say pricey, others say pre¬ 
mium - the fact remains that the fit 
and finish of the DS3 is superior to 
most other cars in the segment. 
Throw in the open roof and you have 
a fun, sophisticated, upmarket car, 
which you can expect to pay more 
than £20,000 for. Prices start at about 
£18,000, but can soar above £26,000 
if you tick all the options. 

That puts it broadly in line with the 
Mini Convertible, but twice as pricey 
as non-cabrio cars of comparable 
sizes. If you’re looking for a practical 
city car for less, perennial favourites 
such as the Ford Fiesta might be 
attractive alternatives. 

What’s more, the DS3 doesn’t 
deliver the most scintillating driving 
experience. The Mazda MX-5 is a far 
more engaging car to have fun with if 
you can sacrifice those paltry rear 
seats - and costs about the same.

ALU’S DELIGHT AT 
WIN OVER UNITED

DELE ALLI expressed his relief after 
Tottenham Hotspur eventually managed to 
claim a 3-0 victory at home to Manchester 
United on Sunday to keep alive their slim 
chances of winning the Premier League 
title. 

Leicester City’s 2-0 win at Sunderland 
earlier in the day had seen the table-toppers 
temporarily move ten points clear, and for 
much of this match it looked as if Spurs 
would be unable to reduce the gap back to 
seven points as they struggled to break 
down a stubborn United side. 

However, they suddenly cut loose during 
a dramatic seven-minute spell in the second 
half which saw Alii, Toby Alderweireld and 
Erik Lamela all find the net to give them the 
win. 

“It was important that I put that one 
away,” Alii said. “I’ve missed a few chances 
in recent games and in training, as everyone 
will tell you, but it was important that we 
scored the first goal and didn’t let them get 
the lead. 

“It was a dominant performance from the 
team, and we knew that if we stuck to the 
game plan and stayed patient then we’d get 
the win. 

“It was frustrating at times, but it was 
important to stay patient and stay focused. 
It was important to take the chances when 
they came and fortunately we managed to 
do that. It was a good performance, but 
we’ve got to put that behind us now and 
move on to the next one. 


“It’s important now that we don’t change 
anything. From the start of the season we’ve 
just focused on each game individually and 
it’s important that we keep doing that. 
Whatever happens it’s been a great season 
for us, and we’ll keep fighting to the end.” 

With just five matches remaining this 
season, Spurs need Leicester to suffer a 
dramatic slump in form if they are to be 
crowned champions for the first time since 
1961, but head coach Mauricio Pochettino 
believes that the players showed that they 
have far from given up hope of securing the 
title. 

“I think it’s true we sent a message that we 
are there, waiting and fighting,” he said. “If 
Leicester fail we need to stay there, it’s 
important. Seven points is a difficult gap to 
reduce, but we need to believe. 

“Performances and results like this one 
show that this team believes. We believe and 
we still fight, the motivation is massive and 
we need to try to get points and arrive at the 
end of the season with the possibility of 
winning the title. 

“A 3-0 win against United is fantastic. I 
think the performance was perfect. I was 
very pleased with the second half and full 
credit to all the players because they put on 
a fantastic show. 

“It was difficult because at the beginning 
of the day Leicester won, United were then 
stuck in the traffic meaning that the game 
kicked off 30 minutes late and that changed 
our habits. 

“It was difficult in the beginning, but in 
the second half we showed a very good per¬ 
formance, and I feel proud of our players.”

A TRIO of Wood Green teenagers 
insist a cycling masterclass from 
Sir Bradley Wiggins has boosted 
their confidence on the bike ahead 
of riding 46 miles as part of the 
Prudential RideLondon. 

Fifteen-year-old twins Samuel 
and Michael Antwi and 17-year-old 
Daniella Afriyieasare met the 
seven-time Olympic medallist and 
2012 Tour de France champion at 
the launch event of the Prudential 
RideLondon, ahead of taking to the 
capital’s roads on July 31.

“I love cycling, and sport is my 
thing because I love feeling fit and 
strong, and I enjoy seeing people 
being introduced to sport and get¬ 
ting them on their feet. 

“We’re looking forward to doing 
the bike ride, but we know it’s going 
to be tough and our coach is going to 
put us through a lot of training. 

“It is quite daunting but I think 
we will be able to push through as 
a team and at the end of the day, we 
will feel like we have really achieved 
something.” 

The trio will join thousands of 
amateur cyclists riding past the
